Revelation 17:1-6 

Having concluded the chron- 
ological! judgments of God 
during the Tribulation Period, 
we now begin our study of the 
spiritual and political systems 
of this period.

Kasky School 
Board Under 
Union Fire 


The Kalkaska Board of Edu- 
cation has been found in viola- 
tion of provisions in the Public 
Employment Relations Act (PE- 
RA} for refusing to bargain with 
the Nortnern Michigan Educa- 
tion Association (NMEA). 


Kurtz 


Janes 
strative law judge of the Michi- 
gan Employment Relations Co- 
mission (MERC) handed down 
the ruling after charges were 
filed in June 1977, by NMEA, 
which represents teachers in 19 
local school districts within se- 
yeral counties of the northern 
tower peninsula. 

The Kalkaska Board nad re- 
fused to bargain with NMEA 
representatives after Kalkaska 
teachers voted to affiliate with 
NMEA. 

In its complaint, the school 
board alleged that it was not 
legally obligated to negotiate 
with NMEA because NMEA 
reoresented the interests of 
teachers throughout the area. 
and not just those of Kalkaska 
feachers. It also atteged that 
NMEA contract ratitication pro- 
cedures were improper. 

Judge Kurtz ruled. “there is 
little practical difference in 
having NMEA as the bargaining 
representative of the Kalkaska 
teachers, rather than the Kal- 
kaska Education Association. 
since both are affiliated with 
MEA which represents ‘inter- 
esis far beyond tite inierests OF 
Kalkaska teachers". He added 
that, “the employer's argument 
would effectively eliminate rep- 
resentation of the employees of 
any employer by au ailiiiateu 
labor organization, which is 
clearly without merit.” 

Regarding the Board's claim 
on contract ratification. Judge 
Kurtz observed, “such ratifica- 
tion has always been held to be 
beyond the purview of legit 
mate management concern, un- 
less contractually mandated.” 

We ordered the school hoard 
to bargain in good faith with 
NMEA. and to post copies of 
his findings conspicuously for 


one 


all employees to see. 


MEA executive director. Her- 
man Coleman. applauded the 


decision. “It advances the cause 
of coordinated bargaining”, said 
Coleman, 
that 
good faith with teachers who 
have become members of these 
larger units.”

Keep an eye on the ongoing battle in 
the Michigan legislature over the ques- 
lion of which police agency should be 
responsible for which road patrol 
duties. 

Presently the joust concerns a couple 
of bills about state funding for county 
sheriff departments of finance patrol- 
ling of secondary roads. {t would cost 
the state treasury about $12.5 million, 
under proposed financing. 

And, under the reasoning included in 
the proposals, if the county mounties 
are responsible for local road patrols, 
(hen state police would be responsible 
for patrols of state highways. 

On the surface, the whole idea 
doesn’t sound too bad. How come, 
then, that the entire state police es- 
tablishment — from Commander Gerald 
Hough through the Michigan State 
Potice Command Officers Association, 
and the State Police Troopers Asso- 
ciation — all go into apoplexy when 
discussing the bills? 

You have to go back just a bit to get 
all the background. Last fall, when 
Detroit was in a budget crunch, the city 
had to halt city patrols of Detroit 
freeways. Wayne County didn’t have the 
money for the job, either. As Calvin 
Coolidge might have said of the result- 
ing situation, when you remove police- 
men from patrols in Detroit, crime 
results. The Michigan State Police were 
thrown into the breach, and did a 
commendabie job. However, noi every- 
body was happy. 

The AFL-CIO, for one. The big union 
opposed state funding for continued 
state patrols of Detroit freeways, pri- 
INManiy Usuausd thal ieani Wayne 
County police officers would not be 
doing the patrolling, and the Wayne 
County officers belonged to the AFL- 
CIO while the state troopers did not. 

After quite a tussle, the State Police 
won and the union tost. According to 
Col. Hough. that situation set the stage 
for the latest go-roun 

What Col. Hough and his allies fear, 
is that the new proposals, while spell- 
ing out duties of county sheriff depart- 
ments in certain areas of road patrol — 
and in funding those patrols — also will 
severely limit the reach of the state 
police by restricting their activilies to

We must resist action 
to weaken State Police role 


patrofling state highways. 

For example, the troopers’ associa- 
tion feels the sheriff's aid bill is “just 
the tip of the iceburg as the raiding of 
state funds for county law enforcement 
will, in the long run, result in duplica- 
tion of crime laboratories and investi- 
gative services now provided by the 
State Police in cities and counties 
without cost.” 

Col. Hough spells out his concerns 
like this: “We don't wani ihe Siate 
Police to be a highway patrol. Since 
1917, we have been a full service police 
agency. It would be a step backward to 
become a highway patrol.” 

The measurers are also backed by the 
Michigan Sheriffs’ Association. For 
example, Oakland Sheriff Johannes 
Spreen called for the role of sheriff to be 
“more than just a jailer and defiverer of 
papers.’ Spreen claims the proposal! 
would “properly define and legitimatize 
the role of the sheriff throughout the 
county.” 


From where | sit, the State Police 
have every right to be concerned. Direct 
state subsidy of sheriff patrols, al- 
though welcome by most hard-pressed 
counties with budget problems, would 
undoubtedly lead to more and more 
pressure for more and more state 
financial aid for other aspects of the 
sheriff's duties — and certainly at the 
expense of the Michigan State Police. 

Where ine AFL-CIO fiis in apparentiy 
is in the membership angle, and thus in 
union influence of law enforcement 
agencies. More state money to counties 
for more road patrols means more 
Uepuues iii Wayite Couniy afd aii vilier 
Michigan counties, with more union 
members and more opportunities for 
AFL-CIO influence in sheriff depart- 
ments. 

There are other problems in the bills 
— such as mandating county patrols in 
townships and other local jurisdictions, 
without reimbursement to the county. 

But the total thrust of the movement 
is highly questionable, and | certainly 
agree with Col. Hough and his State 
Police allies that any action in the 
Michigan legislature which would weak- 
en the role of the Michigan State Police 
would be resisted with all fervor.

Two gold ornamental objects 
which indicated pogition in the 
society include a “Ceremonial 
Headband” worn by Baule rulers 
(lvory Coast) and a four-inch 
gold filigree bead (Ghana). 
These denote wealth as well as 
power. 

Among other objects are a 
carved wooden cup used for 
ceremonial or ritual purposes by 
the Kuba rulers. an ornamented 
woaden stool made for a person 
of rank in the Songye society. 
both of Zaire. Other African 
pieces show ihe fing craftinan- 
ship of utilitarian objects - a 
pipe. Knife, doll and vessel. 
each fromi different cultures. 

A huge textile. “Kente” cloth 
chows the unusual method of 
weaving cotton and silk in 
narrow strips which are joined 
in vertical rows to make in- 
tricate patterns. Again the fa- 
bric and width of the sirips 
illustrate prestige in the clan of 
society. This example is from 
Ghana.
